4 tbsps. mayonnaise. 

1 tbsp..prepared mustard. - 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour. 

8 teasps. baking powder. 

1 teasp. salt. 

1% cup fat. 

1% cup milk. 

11% cups medium white sauce. 

1 cup cooked peas. 

Mix ham, mayonnaise and mus- 
tard thoroughly. Sift together 
flour, baking powder, salt. Cut 
in fat until mixture resembles 
coarse meal. Stir in milk with a 
fork. Roll out on a floured board 
into large rectangle about 16x8 
inches. Cut into 8 four-inch 
squares; On each square place a 
spoonful of the mixture. Fold over 
to form triangles. Dip fork in 
flour and press edges together 
firmly. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees F.) about .20 minutes. 
Combine sauce and peas and serve 
with ‘“meat-scarves’.

Anxious inquiries are coming 
to this column from folk who want 
to know what has happened to the 
ideal of ‘one world’’-—whether the 
drift toward “‘two worlds” means: 
that “one world” is out. 

Apropos of this general thought, 
we have some searching current 
observations from two of the most 
widely known statesmen of the 
day—former U. S.*Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes and Brit- 
ain’s war-time Prime Minister, 
Winston Churchill. Few were 
privileged to know as much about 
the relations of the big three 
(America, Britain and Russia) 
during the last conflict. 

Byrnes ‘states in connection with 
his new book “Speaking Frankly” 
that “there is room in the world 
| for the ideologies of Russia and 
the United States just as there is 
room for the people of the Soviet 
| and the United States. The’ U.N. 
| is our best—if not our only—hope 
for reconciling the differences that 
exist between us.” 

Churchill expresses the view 
that the Soviet Union and its sat- 
ellites may quit the United Na- 
tions organization. Then, he says, 
“there would be what is called two 

worlds, and we should be sorry 
| to see that. But if one of these 
| worlds (the democracies) is far 
| more powerful than the other (the 
| communists) and is equally vigi- 
lant, and is also sincerely desir- 
ous of maintaining peace, there is 
| no reason why a two world system 
| should lead to war. Great wars 
; come when both sides believe they 
| are more or less equal, and when 
; each thinks he has a good chance 
| of victory.” 
| Both statesmen subscribe to the 
| thesis that the democracies, while

| powder dry and be firm. Each

The small countries of eastern 
Europe which are under Red do- 
mination have been communized 
by force. Ever yone of these peo- 
ples is liberty loving and has 
fought for freedom more than once 
through the centuries. And the 
logical conclusion would seem to 
be that either communism will 
purge itself of totalitarianism and 
adopt democracy, or the police- 
ruled peoples will in due course 
take the matter into their own 
hands. 

So there is no need to despair 
of achieving a peaceful “one 
world,” though it won't come to- 
morrow.

South Afri- 
ca, with $7,877,418, was the only 
country to top Russia for the | 


week in which the Soviet sold gold 
to the United States after selling 
hone in the preceding months of 
1947, 

The Russian gold sales presum- 
ably were in part payment of the 
$58,700,000 trade deficit it had 
with the U. S. in the first half of 
1947, when it bought $91,200,000. 
in United States goods while sell- 
ing the United States $32,500,000 
worth of Russian goods.

Take ‘I'm-Not-A-Communist’ Oath 


They want the law wiped off 
the books .and they don’t. want 
to do any more than -they have to 
to make it work. 

Taking the oath would be one 
of the things that would help 
make it work. And it comes down 
to. this: 


The big, strong unions —like 
Lewis’ coal miners and the CIO's 
steelworkers—may be able to 


get by all right without doing 
anything to help the new law work. 

Weaker unions, whether’ they 
like it or not and in order to sur- 
vive, may have to go along with 
the law. 

And for this reason: under the 
law unions are given some pro- 
tection against employers who 
want to hurt or wreck a union. 

And, to get that protection, un- 
ions must do certain things under 
the law. One of them requires a 
union's officers to swear they're 
not Communists. 

(By this provision in the law 
Congress hoped to drive com- 
munists out of.control in labor 
unions. Since Communists, who 
are union officers, can’t take the 
oath, their union gets no protec. 
tion under the law.)

: Soviet Union. The charge was 
repeated by Mr. Molotov in the 
exchange of letters with the Amer- 
ican ambassador to Moscow, Wal- 
ter Bedell Smith, occasioned by 
Mr. Smith’s official -protest 
against a personal attack on Pres- 
ident uruman in the Soviet ‘“Lit- 
erary Gazette.” 

Mr. Molotov replied that the 
Soviet government “cannot take 
| the responsibility for this or that 
article,” and that “from day to 
day the American press inserts 
lying and slanderous articles re- 
garding the U.S.S.R. and. . 
inflames hostility between peo- 
ples.” 

Mr. Molotov's statement that 
the Soviet government cannot take 
responsibility for its press is sim- 
ply not true. The Soviet govern- 
ment repeatedly purges writers 
who fail to express the “correct” 
viewpoint. 

The second charge amounts to 
saying “If American papers slan- 
der us, we shall slander you’— 
which is childish.

But Mr. Molotov repeated that 


the Soviet press attaches “special 
| significance to the strengthening 

of friendly relations between peo- 
ples.” 

If it does, it is taking a strange 

| way of going about it. 
' For nothing written by anti-So-! 
| viet writers in America has so 
alienated American opinion from 
the hope of better relations with 
the Soviets as has the recent press 
campaign against the United 
} States, launched by the Soviet gov- 
ernment and taken up by every 
Soviet satellite. 

Americans are, by nature, skep- 
| tical. They do not believe all they 
read in the papers. Like all peo- 
ple everywhere, they hate war and 
sincerely hope for peace. Being 
suspicious of provaganda, they 
have tended to doubt the argu- 
ments of some American writers 
regarding hostile Soviet inten- 
tions toward the U. S. 

But they cannot doubt the hos- 
tile intentions of the current 
claque against the U. S. by Sovict 
writers reported during the last 
week and carried in our news col- 
umns; especially the summary of 
the Boris Gorbatov article, liken- 
ing President Truman to Hitler, 
ridiculing his clothes, his bow tie, 
his former occupation as a haber- 
dasher, his “colorless Baptist 
face’, and declaring him “a tool 
of the Wall street Republicans.”
